Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9, and 18-27 (renumbered as claims 1, 2, 8, 6, 7 , 
9, 3, 4, 5, 10, 11, 17, 12, 13, 18, 14, 15, 16, and 19 
respectively) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Examiner agrees with Applicant that nowhere does 
Sinharoy (U.S. Patent No. 6,633,974) state that fields of branch 
instructions in BIQ 56 are written into response to an address 
stored in a link stack. Return Address is not the first address 
stored in the link stack as cited in claim 1. Therefore, 
Sinharoy (U.S. Patent No. 6,633,974), the closest reference, 
and the other cited prior art, do not teach or fairly suggest 
the step of: setting a portion of a first address stored in a 
link stack into a first portion of an entry in a queue in 
response to a first type of operation (in claim 1; and claim 18 
recites the corresponding limitations as set forth) in 
combination with all of the other limitations in the respective 
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independent claims (claims 1 and 18), and the combination is not 
obvious .
